COTTON—VOLUME IV—APBIL. 


‘Lhe receipts this month have been 
160,000 bales, compared with 134,000 
last year, and 174,000 the year before. 
The receipts up to May Ist, eight months 
of the cotton year, are 3,919.000 bales, 
compared with the following figures 
for the same time for seven years, be- 
ginning with 1869: 1,960,000, 2,587,000 
3,589,000, 2,576,000, 3,244,000, 3,550,000, 
3,319,000. These figures show the ac- 
tual receipts thus far to be 600,000 bales 
over last year, and 369,000 more than 
two years ago. If the receipts from 
this time forward are no larger than 
last year, the crop will be 4,500,000 
bales, but if they are as large as two 
years ago, the crop will turn out 4,575,- 
000. It the receipts from this time are 
25 per cent. more than last year, the 
total crop will be 4,550,000 bales. 

WEATHER.

NEW YORK. 


This market has been generally dull, 
weak and declining all the month both 
for spots and futures the first having 
declined 1-2 a cent and the last 1 cent 
a — month.

It is possible the market may follow 


bales, 337,000 of 
American; this is 
by far the largest import for April since 
1871. Thisextremely large import has 
increased the stocks at Licaipoal for 
the month 268,000 bales, mak- 
ing them now 1,021,0.0, which is by 
far the largest stock in the month of 
April siace the war. But the quantity 
oatismuch less than for several 
years past, and 117,000 bales less than 
‘ast year. Then again Manchester 
spinners haye bought during the month 
60,000 bales less than their consump- 
tion, and now only hold a stock of 
150,000 bales, which is a little more 
than two weeks’ supply. Then the de- 
mand for ,oods at Manchester has been 
rather dull and sack. Then again there 
has been some fear of a general Euro- 
pean war growing out of the insurrec- 
tions in Turkey. All these combined 
together with the weakness of the New 
(ork market have caused much de- 
pression in Liverpool, and we are only 
surprised that the decline has not been 
greater. 
TOTAL CROP. 


The actual per cent. of the receipts at 
the ports up to May 1,for the past seven 
years are as follows, beginning with 
186‘; 92.4, 88.9, &9, 94.3, 88.8, 93.9, 94.9. 
It will be seen that the per cent. for 
four years varies but very little at this 
time of the year,and if we take the 
figures for last year and apply them to 
this crop, and suppose it has come for- 
ward in the same ratio as to the size of 
it as the year before,we will havea crop 
of 4,530,000 bales. These figures allow 
for 400,000 bales to be added at the end 
of the season for overland or southern 
consumption. 

It is likely the above figures will not 
‘miss the total crop many thousand 
bales,and therefore we will adopt them 
as our present estimate. 

GUANO. 

There has been a great deal 
said and _ written about the 
extremely large quantity of fertilizers 
sold this vear. We think there may be 
some disappointment to thuse who ex- 
ect an increase of the cotton crop 
rom the increascd use of commercial 
fertilizers. In the first place the farm- 
er is well satisfied to give his simple, 
unprotected note for cotton at 15 cents 
when he expects to sell for only ten 
cents in cash. If he makes plenty of 
cotton he realizes a high price fora 
part of it at 15 cents, and if he makes 
but little cotton he is not bound to pay 
his note as it cannot be collected from 
bim. There is & L advaniage vu 
the side of the farmer, and he can af- 
ford to take the risk. Another great 
reason why the farmers have bought 
more, is that t! 
home has proven almost a failure. In 
consequence of ignorance and inexpe- 
rience in the mixing the home-made 
it has proven 
and so many 


fertilizers much of 
— and worthless, 
armers have given it up and returned 
to the use of commercial fertilizers. It 
is not likely that 50 per cent of home 
made compost will be used on cotton— 
compared with last year. It is proven 
that one ton of fertilizers properly mix- 
ed in Baltimore is worth three tons of 
compost made on the farm. The in- 
creased sale of fertilizers this year is 
probably 20 or 25 per cent. About 
one-half of this increase is put upon 
corn and wheat lands, the other half 
on cotton. Itis not likely that the 
cotton crop will be increased any at all 
from the use of commercial fertilizers, 
18 compared with last year. 

PLANTING. 


Many persons believe that the plant- 
ing this year will be as large as last 
year, whilst we do not believe it will 
average for the entire cotton country 
five per cent less. A number 
of the large co'ton counties of middle 
and s uthern Georgia, have reduced 
their cotton planting 25 per cent, and 
it is likely the reduced acreage in Geor- 
giaand the Carolinas will be fully 10 
per cent, whilst the gulf states may 
not average over 2 per cent decrease. 


PRICE, 


The statistical p sition of cotton still 
remains strong as there is not one 100,- 
000 bales difference in the quantity of 
cotton in sight this year compared 
with either of the three past years 
whilst the price is 3} cents a pound 
lower than last year, and 64 cents low- 
er than three vears ago, when there was 
only 95,000 bales more cotton than at 
present. 

Then what is the trouble? In the 
first place the dry goods trade is rather 
dull, there are too many goods manu- 
factured. Butthe cry of hard times 
has been rampant ever since Adam was 
driven out of the garden and compell- 
ed to work for a living. 

The tand only cause of the low 
pr ces is too large a crop of American 
cotton and a want of speculation in it, 
and last and greatest, an utter want of 
confidence in anything in the future, 
and until confidence is restored and we 
return pretty nearly to a specie basis 
there is not much hope for better times. 
It would be an easy matter for a few 
wealth ycotton mento put the marxet up 
a few cents on the pound either in May 
or June; whether it will be done or not 
is a question. Ifthe market is let alone, 
no speculation,and no attem pt to comer 
the confident bears, there will be but 
little change either way this month,but 
it is possible it may go up suddenly for 
a week or ten days, and then come a 
long and slow decline for three or four 
months
